SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education’ present the following report of the 
schools in the town of Grantham, for the year ending March i, 1890: 

Two terms, eight and ten weeks in length, have been taught in 
each of the four divisions. The teachers have done earnest, faithful 
work, and the scholars generally have made commendable progress 
in their studies. 

On Dunbar Hill a pleasant school room has been finished and 
partly furnished, thus saviug to the district several dollars in rent. A 
few more seats and a new stove are needed to complete the furnish- 
ing. The teacher and scholars of the first term seemed to énjoy 
their new quarters very mech, and entered heartily into the school 
work before them. In this division there has also been provided a. 
suitable out-building at an expense of some fifteen dollars. 

The school room at North Grantham needs thorough repairs and 
re-furnishing. The convenience and comfort of the teacher and 
scholars, the best good of the schvol, not to say the interests of the 
town, demand that this should be done at an early day. We sin- 
cerely hope that something more than simply passing a vote to this 
effect, will be accomplished. Money judiciously expended in mak- 
ing school houses look pleasant and attractive, without and within, 
is never wasted, nor thrown away. There is a sure return, and of 
more value than any mere money consideration possibly can be. 

In the village schoo] room some change in the seats for small - 
scholars would be desirable; those now 1m use being too high, ne- 
cessitating awkward and injurious positions on the part of the pupils 
in the almost vain attempt to rest their feet on the floor. LEither 
lower seats or foot rests should be provided. The last named would 
probably be the least expensive, and would answer all purposes.

In this division, on account of searlet fever, the second term ciosed 
abruptly, and without examination. The school, however, had been 
visited several times; so the board could safely judge as to the pro- 
gress made. 

We might speak of the needs of the school house on Howe Hill, 
but we leave this for our successors to do. 

The number of scholars in town, as reported by the selectmen 
April 1, 1889, was 106.

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THE NEW FREE TEXT-BOOK LAW. 


As some may be mistaken in the practical effect of the new free 
text-book law, a few words in reference to it may not be out of place 
here. 

Scholars having text-books like any named in the foregoing list, 
are expected to use them in the school where they may attend. 
Books will be supplied by the School Board at the expense of the 
town, only as they are needed, or when, first introduced. 

Parents, guardians, and other persons, are beld responsible for 
all damage or injury to any text-book, more than what would result 
from careful use of the same, by any scholar severally under their 
care or control; and the price of books as damaged can be collected 
by the School Board. 

By paying the price of them, the pupils.can own the text-books 
they may use; thus supplying themselves at their own expense.
